Taking off at 6:22 A. m., the 
plane, carrying six sacks of. mail 
of 400 pounds in weight. reabhed 
Nose at 10:10 a.m., mountain 
time, two hours and forty-eight 
minutes later. Exchanging a sack 
for another at Boise, it took the air 
again at 10:58 and arrived at Elke 
at 12:38. The flying time of four 
hours and twenty-eight minutes 
from Paco to Elko compares with 
a schedule of approximately su 
nine hours by railway mail 
tween the two cities. 

Through inauguration of the air- 
mail service today, the Pacific 
Northwest has been placed within 
approximately forty hours of New 
York City, postal service officials 
estimated.

“The Crows” Cut Wires Be- 
fore Leaving Demand 


Fake Bundle Sent 10 Spot 
Assigned, But in Vain 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aprfl 6.—Al- 
bert ©. Hooper, millionaire tum- | 
berman and son of the late John 
A. Hooper, president of the First 
National Bank of San. Francisco, 
was threatened with the bombing 
of his home at 969 Unjversity ave- 
nue, Palo Alto, today in an extor- 
tion note found on his doorstep. 

The conspirators cut the tele- 
phone vires around Hooper’s resi- 
dence so that he could not com- 
municate with police and then 
placed the note on the doorstej. 


This pencfi-printed letter ask- 
ing for $2600 and signed by “The 
Crows” immediately was 8 
over to Chief of Pollce Zink by 
Hooper, although he was threat- 
ened with death if he left his 
house. 


DIRECTIONS GIVEN 

The extortionists directed the 
millionaire bachelor to send his 
chauffeur with $2500 to the west 
side of the county bridg- in the 
rear of the 
campus at noon today. 

After a conference with Chief 
Zink and Sheriff Lyle of San Jose, 
Hooper sent his chauffeur with a 
parcel camohfiaged to represent 
currency to the meeting 
ignated in the extortion 

However, no one abpears 
the chauffeur left the 1 while 
police watched from positions in 
hiding. 

All afternoon a vigil was kept by 
police and deputy sheriffs by the 
county bridge and on guard at 
Hooper’s house. 

Police are searching the grounds 
of Hooper's home to find dynamite 
which the note stated had been 
stored on the premises ready to 
blow up the house and occupants. 


ILLITERATE NOTE 


While the text of the note has 
been concealed by Chief Zink 
while the investigation proceeds, 
it was described by Hooper as a 
rather illiterate paper. It was in 
an envelope and printed with a 
pencil. It first instructed Hooper 
where and when to place the 
$2500 and informed him that the 
telephone wires had been cut and 
that he was helpless on his estate. 
The note continued to caution 
Hooper against notifying police or 
leaving his home on any mission, 
stating that dynamite had been 
planted on the grounds and would 
be discharged if he made a faise 
move. 

“Follow these orders or we will 
blow up you and your house,” the 
missive signed by “The Crows” con- 
cluded. 

Hooper refused to take the 
threats seriously and left his 
house immediately after breakfast 
to notify police of the extortion 
plot. He then returned to his 
home and spent the day there de- 
fying the conspirators.

3 
At dusk the ship weighed an- 
chor oft Rosebank, Staten Island, 
where it had stopped yesterday to 
allow the crew to secure loose car- 
go. The motors of the two air- 
planes which the expedition is 
transporting for exploration in the 
North were brought from the hold 
and fastened on deck. 
A winch used to hoist the anchor, 
, which had failed to work earlier 
in the afternoon, was repaired, and 
the expedition got under way. 
Soon after the ship cast off amid

He adds that «& 
meeting ofa preliminary disarma- 
ment commission will be ‘“fu- 
tile comedy,” and new proof of 
the impotence of the League of 
Nations in assuring a lasting peace. 

M. Techitcherin says Sir Austen 

amberlain, the British Foreign

should legitimately pay. 

If these companies should ever 
start out to fight each other in the 
retall market on the basis of price, 
the industry would certainly pass 
through some interesting times. 
For every new process developed, 
costly refinery equipment is neces- 
sarily scrapped. Ev the largest 
companies are tn a uncertain 
position now, for they never know 
when their own process will be 
worthless. Perhaps this situation 
explains the reported combination 
to maintain prices, if the govern- 
ment allegation is correct.

Already the development of the 
cracking processes hag accounted 
for the production of 3,000,.000,009 
additional gallons of gasoline. All 
of the large companies are en- 
perimenting with these processes, 
‘especially throughout the 
‘continent and eastern centers.

Studebaker, ac- 
cording to its president, produced 
about 33,000 cars in the first three 
months and sold approiinmtely 
30,000, indicating that output was 
kept In close alignment with de- 
mand. Farnings of the com y 
when compiled are expect to 
run about equal to those of the 
same period of last year, when 
$1.84 a share was earned. General 
Motors was responsive to unofficial 


first quarter at about $10 a share 
which, if borne out, it was argued, 
would seem to justify another sub- 
stantial extra dividend.

Call Money Abundant 

The action of the money market 
offers a satisfactory explanation of 
the heavy calling of loans reported 
in the early days of last week. 
The tremendous withdrawals by 
interior institutions, it is now ap- 
parent, was for the purpose of pre- 
paring for large interest and divi- 
dend disbursements which fell due 
on April 1. This task now com-

New Pool in Locomotive 

Strength in American Locomo- 
tive was reported to reflect the 
start of operations by a new pool 
which is understood to have been 
fd4rmed in the stock. The upturn 
in locomotive was followed by a 
distinctly improved tone in the 
other equipments, particularly 
Baldwin. Interests that have un- 
dertaken the sponsorship of 
American locomotive marketwise, 
expect to obtain considerable as- 
sistance from the big short inter- 
est that has been bullt up in the 
equipment over an extended pe- 
riod, during which unfavorable 
earnings of those companies had 
turned sentiment toward them ex- 
tremely bearish. Basis for the new 
constructive effort is found in the 
outlook for the industry this year. 
In the last twenty-four months the 
railroads have kept locomotive 
purchases down to the irreducible 
minimum and it ia reasoned that 
most of them will be compelled to 
make heavy replacements this 
year. 


Wootworth Up On Bigger Sales 

Woolworth responded vigorous- 
ly to the satisfactory showing of 
sales for the month of March and 
the first quarter, which came to 
hand during the day. The record 
of sales for the month and the 
year to date were eminently sat- 
isfactory, when consideration was 
given the facts as cited by the head 
of the company, that the weather 
was the worst experienced in 
years. If the trend of the busi- 
ness of Woolworth is any guide 
to the general pace of retail buy- 
ing, then there is little basis for 
the talk recently doubtless finding 
its basis in the decline in such 
stocks, of a marked slowing down 
in the distributive trade. Woo!l- 
worth's sales for March were 8.23 
per cent ahead of the same month 
a year ago and for the first three 
months showing a gain of 6.47 per 
cent.

Regent hotels. Elizabeth Orr, who was on her way to become 


his bride when the arrest was 


made, last night told how she 


had fallen in love with Christie and had consented to elope 


with him: 

The arrest of Christie was ef- 
fected by Detective-Lieutenants 
Bain, Moran and Molina at Vine 
street and Santa Monica avenue 
as a traffic control signal halted 
the couple while en route to Santa 


Ana where they had planned to 
be married yesterday. . ; 
Miss Orr in an exclusive inter- 
view with The Times, declared her 
love for Christie is dead. Mrs. 
W. EK. Orr, the girl’s mother, de- 
cClared that there will never be 
any communication between her 
daughter and the man now held 
by police as one of the most sen- 
sational hold-up men to operate 
in Los Angeles in several months. 
Christie, according to Asst. Capt. 
Cate, has admitted the robbery of 
Regent Hotel, the Ambassador and 
the Beverly Hills hotels and the 
Zulu Hut, a roadhouse on Ven- 
tura Boulevard owned by Leach 
Cross, former lightweight boxer.

Doheny at a dinner in the Alex- 
andria, given at request of Fran- 
ciscan Fathers of the mission in 
behalf of the California-wide move- 
ment for the permanent restora- 
tion of the Queen of Missions. 

For the complete restoration of 
the mission, architects and struc- 
tural engineers, according to Fa- 
ther Superior Augustine, feel that 
$393.680 additional is needed and 
of this amount Les Angeles and 
the city’s environs are expected to 
subscribe San Francisco 
has been allotted $100,000. While 
Santa Barbara citizens have hero- 
ically promised to raise $98,590, a 
fourth of the total required. 

To date, $75.000 has been 4do- 
nated by individuals and of that 
amount in the neighborhood of 
$46,000 has been expended in tem- 
porary work in order to prevent 
the mission walle and roof from 
falling. This leaves less than 130, 
000 toward the fund required for 
permanent restoration.

UR “PEASANTRY” 

One wonders if the recent pretended 
discovery of a peasant class in this coun- 
try is really a discovery or merely what 
Keats would call “a wild surmise.” Dr. 
Charles J. Galpin, head of the division of 
farm population and rural life of the Unit- 
ed States Agricultural Department, asserts 
we have begun to develop such a class, 
and he bas gune to Europe to make a Jong 
and close stndy of its peascnts and of 
what the governments over there are doing 
to educate and uplift them. 


Bofore he set out on what he considers 


3 this urgent duty Dr. Galpin defined a true 


pearant as one who has “practically given 
up hope of social advancement, who is not 
even on the frst rung of the ladder of suc- 
cess.” In this country the peasantry is 
“localized in those regions where the small 
tenant abounds or where they have a large 
proportion of agricultural laborers.” He 
does not seem to think much of Goldsmith's 
idea of a peasantry being a “country’s 
pride.” In this he is right, for to be a 
peasant is to adopt a low standard of liv- 


would be very far from content. 

Commenting on Dr. Galpin’s “fool’s er- 
rand” a Washington journal says that we 
have no peasants in this country, never 
have had and never will have, and wither- 
ingly adds, “So this is the kind of work 
the Department of Agriculture is doing for 
the farmer!

types of peasantry are to be found. The 
nearest approach to them in a landed way 
are the “pocket-handkerchief farmers”— 
men who eke out a bare living for them- 
selves and their families on an acre or two 
of ground. Government attempts to edu- 
cate and uplift this class would be ridicu- 
lous, for many of them are better educated 
and of higher spiritual natures than the 
average city toiler. They are by no means 
without hope of social advancement. All 
they ask is fair prices for their products 
and good schools for their children. Such

Judging by the recent cables, it be- 
gins to look as if Gen. Chang Tso-Lin, the 
Manchurian war lord, would soon become 
the military dictator of all China. Wher- 
ever he has been repulsed, as in the prov- 
inces of Pechili and Shantung, he has re- 
gained his lost foothold and has made the 
Kuomiuchun, or Nationalist, forces fall 
back before him. He has retaken Tien- 
tsin and is pressing on to Peking, which 
-he is besieging in a most determined way 
with air bombers and threatens with ar- 

tillery. 
The protests of the Kuominchun to the 
powers that the airplanes used by Chang 
in his attack upon Peking were bought for 


used in war probably will be of little avail, 


for the possession of the capital. While 
most Christian people would prefer to see 
the country remain under the rule of Gen.

But 
Chang, who is ably supported by Marshal 
Wu Pei-Fu and who has an enormous army 
at his command, will be, in the opinion of 
military experts, fully capable of putting 
Feng to rout. : 

If he does this China will be in his hands 
and he may be counted upon to keep Feng 
out of Peking and out of every position in 
which he might attempt to regain control 
of Chinese affairs. For Chang charges 
Peng, who was once his friend and ally, 
with having conspired to overthrow him 
and to read him out of the councils of 
state, and Chang's bitterness on account 
of this action doubtless will move him to 
extreme measures, should be become Chi- 
na’s dictator.

Or, get some granulated non- 
medicated agar (no calories) in 
the drug store, and take three or 
four tablespoonfuls of that. If you 
pour hot water over it to soften 
it, you can take it tn some. of 
your milk. Another good thing is 
a mayonnaise made from heavy 
mineral oi] (usual recipe;) use a 
tablespoonful of this daily on your 


coarse whole-meal 
breads. A cupful of ths whole- 
wheat cereal] daily is very effective 
for constipation. You can buy 
canned whole wheat or raw whole 
wheat in the big grocery or seed 
stores, and cook it yourself. It has 
to be soaked for some time and 
then cooked (covered) elowly for 
five or six hours. Two-thirds of 
a cupful of this would be approxi- 
mately 100 calories. Whole wheat 
is a very wholesome food, al- 
though it tan’t a perfect food, as 
you will see advertised sometimes, 
because it does not contain all of 
the elements for growth and re- 
pair. It is low in the growth vita- 
mine and calcium and its protein 
is not complete. However, taken 
with milk, its deficiencies are made 


up.

Between the two was a .32- 
ealiber revolver, empty; in the 
walls police found three bullet 
holes. 

Miss K. Zetinaire, who with her 
invalid mother conducts the room- 
ing house, said she heard five shots 
about 6 a.m., tried the Gormans’s 
door and was unable to open it. 
She called in Dr. H. F. Perry of 
35 North Hoover street, who is at- 
tached to the Osteopathic Hospital, 
and he forced his way in, discover- 
ing that Gorman's body was hold- 
ing the door closed. The police then 
were notified. 

Detective Lieutenants Parsons 
and Stanford conducted the inves- 
tigation. They said they found no 
money or valuables of any sort in 
the room.

sociation in its forest-conservation 
work,” said Mr. Dunwoody. 


PROGRAM OUTLINED 


“In accepting the Legion's of- 
fer, the association outlined a pro- 
grom of forest-conservation activi- 
tles, which, it was agreed, the 
Legion would follow. This pro- 
gram included the establishment 
of small camps in different places 
in the forestry areas, where such 
facilities will be provided as are 
calculated not only to add to the 
outer’s comfort, but to minimize 
the fire hazard. 

“The Legion has also under- 
taken to take the lead in promot- 
ing public interest in American 
Forestry Week, to be observed 
from the 18th to the 24th inst.
